CLEVELAND. O., March 3. — Thir- 
teen persons were killed and approxi- 
mately a dozen injured, four perhaps 
fatally, late tonight when New York 
Central express train No. 600. east- 
bound, crashed into 'a bus at the St. 
Clair street crossing in Painesville. 
Only five of the dead were identified 
at a late hour. 
All are believed to 
have been residents of Painesville and 
Fairport, between which cities the 
bus operated. 


Dead and dying were hurled along 
the railroad right-of-way for several 
hundred feet. 
BoQies of three of the 


victims were found lodged on the lo- 
comotive piliot when the train was 
brought to a stop from a sixty-mile- 
an-hour pace, 50 yards from the scene 
of the accident. 
• According to officials of the road 
here. New York Central train No. 3, 
westbound, crashed into the wreck- 
age.Eleven of the dead were taken to 
morgues at Painsville, and it is un- 
derstood two bodies were taken to 
Fairport. 
Five "are women. 
Just how the crash occurred was 
still undetermined late tonight, Joe 
Adams, the driver of the bus. being 
unconscious in a Painesville hospital 
and physicians say he probably will 
die.Others in the hospital not expected 
to recover are: George W. McGhee,- 
oil man of Medina; Nick Meno and 
Mrs. Martin .Steinbach.

drafted which will call on the law 
to pose dancers and definitely to out- 
line exactly what positions are deem- 
ed proper. 
Canon Chase outlined his ideas of 


proper positions in dancing. 
"To begin with, the young man 
must not shimmy across a dance hall 
to a young woman dancing partner," 
he said. 
"He must walk sedately, 


bow and present himself as a gentle- 
man. 
Then the young lady should 
place her left hand on her partner's 
arm or shoulder. 
The young man 


should encircle the lady with one 
army only and place the other .hand 
In the right hand of his partner, off 
to the side and free from "his or her 
body. At all times they must keep 
their faces and bodies free from each 
other, remaining about three or four 
inches apart."

with Canon Chase as to the status of 
the modern mode of dancing. 
"I certainly do think today's moral 


of dancing has a. demoralizing effect, 
she said. "Something should be done 
to regulate it. 
If only the music

to dance the 'jazz' steps unless the 
dancers stand close together. 
It is

Sales Decrease As 
Season Nears Close 


Report 
Shows 
Receipts 


Fairly Good for Week, 
Average Holding Own- 
Compare Figures With 
Last Season. 


The report issued this morning by 


W. C. Wooding, president of the Dan- 
ville Tobacco Association in a com- 
parison of figures of this year and 1921 
shows that 23,498,418 pounds more 
•were sold last season than thi§ for 
corresponding 
oeriod. 
This 
week, 


1,134,762 pounds vrere sold on the 
local market, much of this coming by 
rail, owing to the unfavorable weath- 
er conditions. There was very little 
change in prices, although a slight 
decrease in the average was noted. 
As the season draws to a close, desir- 
able grades of tobacco are growing 
scarcer. 
The following report gives 


interesting data, and compares figures 
and averages of 1922 and 1921: 


"Notwithstanding the unfavorable 


weather conditions, our receipts were 
fairly large this \veek. a great deal of 
the tobacco offered having come by 
ra;l, although 
there was a 
good 


sprinkling of farmers' tobaccos among 
the offerings. 
"Common and medium tips and red 


tobacco largely predominated. 
De- 


sirable grades are becoming scarcer 
each-week; only a few wrappers have 
shown up and these brought fancy 
prices. 
"There was no perceptible change 


in prices; possibly owing to the large 
supply of the very common grades, 
these appeared to be a little easier.

N. C , announced officially that a mag- 
nificent , unfon 
passenger 
station, 


which with its buildings, grounds and 
developments approximate $700.000, 
will be 'built at Winston-Salem, N. C. 
President Harrison also announced 
that the railway would not ask Win- 
ston citizens to vote bonds to finance 
the proposition. 
In Danville, the 


people were not even consulted and 
their petitions were ignored by the 
same railway official. 


The following general description 


of the Winston-Salem improvements, 
which are to be inaugurated without 
delay may be of some interest to 
Danville people who are doomed to 
lack of shelter on the train le,vel, are 
herewith printed: 


"According to the present plans as 


outlined, the station will front north 
on an attractive parkway for which 
ample property will be provided. The 
structure itself will be of soft red 
tapestry brick, with limestone trim- 
mings and columns. There will be a 
separate 
colored 
entrance 
from 


Wheeler street. 


•'Immediately upon 
entering 
the 


station ,orie will find adequate news 
stand, cigar shop and similar shops, 
before^ entering the commodious wait- 
ing room, the white waiting room 
being adequate to seat 
nearly 
300 


people. 
The plans provide for the 


location of the ticket office and bag- 
gage offices between the two waiting 
rooms in such a way as to be con- 
venient to those usmg the station 


'•There will be a covered shed lead- 


ing from the station to the tracks. 
This will be constructed according to 
the latest ideas in railroad station 
development.

will lead down to the track level. 


•'Therer will be approximately 5,000 


square feet in the waiting room space 
devoted to the use of the white pas- 
sengers, and about 2,214 in the color- 
ed section.

hard-picked legislature, we ma;- not 
unreasonable erpec* a law carrying 
the death penalty for liquor law vio- 
lations.
